New Name 


The term “Public Education and 
Information Service” was first used 
the United States Army during World 
War II. This service did much re- 
move fear and misunderstanding se- 
lective service from the minds the 
public. also helped facilitate adjust- 
ment new inductees into the service 
describing and explaining the vari- 
ous divisions the armed forces and 
the care for both mental and physical 
health given army personnel. 

For the Catholic educator, “public 
education service” means constantly 
functioning organization educate the 
patrons the school and the immediate 
community with the Catholic philosophy 
education, with the special training 
and abilities Catholic teachers, and 
with the best current educational prac- 
tices being offered. not educa- 
tion service terms telling lec- 
turing the public these matters but 
rather education the modern sense 
learning through doing and sharing. 
How, you ask? Let the fathers and 
mothers the pupils share real re- 
sponsibility through some form 
parent-teacher associations, let the lay 
public well relatives pupils 
enjoy musical programs, plays, open 


house during Education Week, athletic 
events, lectures topics adult in- 
terest, and, possible, enjoy and profit 
adult education evening pro- 
gram. you fear such program, you 
are like the servant who buried the one 
talent keep safe for the Master. 
you provide such program for your 
Catholic patrons you are like the serv- 
ant who industry earned extra 
talent for his Master. you, however, 
dare educate all the community, then 
you resemble the favored servant who 
earned three talents where one only 
had been entrusted him, for through 
genuine community understanding 
Catholic education will come end 
the prejudices ignorance, active co- 
operation non-Catholics, and 
golden opportunity for missionary work.

One reason for the popularity the 
public schools America the respon- 
siveness their staffs public desires. 
the better public schools not only 
the staff but representatives the pub- 
lic share thé consideration and 
the formation policy changes. This 
manifestly impossible unless 
both the staff and the general public 
are educated fulfill their parts in- 
telligently. The Catholic administrator 
should capitalize this technique with 
his own staff and with the patrons 
his school.

The Teachers’ Part 

The principal any Catholic school 
administering his part the total 
public education program must first 
educate his staff appreciation 
the need for such program. Next 
must perform most valuable form 
in-service training, education the 
philosophy education that should 
guide every activity the school, the 
specific objectives and the offerings 
the institution, understanding the 
specific community the school serves, 
and the peculiar needs the school. 
Only when all these things are clearly 
understood, are the teachers posi- 
tion help make public education 
program effective. 

Through their contacts with the chil- 
dren and through their relations with 
the parents, the teachers are active 
agents for either good bad public 
relations. Thus vital that teachers 
and administrators have mutual un- 
derstanding concerning public relations. 

Needless say, some teachers may 
need carry specific duties public 
education program: preparation arti- 
cles sent local newspapers and 
radio stations, the training pupils 
for appearances local television pro- 
grams, the mimeographing notices 
parents, participation parent-teacher 
organizations, and even 
during adult education program.

What the Public Wants Know 

Before industry and business spend 
time and money any public relations 
enterprise, they make careful survey 
what the public wants most know 
about their products, their merchandis- 
ing procedures, and the relations 
labor and management. The wise ad- 
ministrator will likewise, using ques- 
tionnaires the home find out what 
parents want know about their 
school. Contacts with local businessmen 
and newspapermen will tell him what 
the general public asking. The fol- 
lowing list may helpful, but is, 
after all, the result only personal 
study one locality. Another com- 
munity may have somewhat different 
emphasis interest.

mation dispensed does not meet the in- 
terest the public ignores 
public criticism the school program. 


Devices Educate the Public 

American Education Week provides 
excellent annual opportunity get 
many the adults the community 
visit the school. would urge extend- 
ing the invitation any interested 
member the community, patron 
not, Catholic Protestant Jew. 
Prejudice follows lack knowledge; 
let wage war against ignorance 
all kinds. not rely upon one means 
extending invitation your 
school.

personal interest his students 
quality which many teachers find impos- 
sible practice effectively this day 
large classes and numerous duties outside 
the classroom. Frequently, the secondary 
school teacher has many crowded classes 
that personal contact with students 
rather difficult maintain. the large 
classes, droves students hardly ever feel 
that they have been close contact with 
their professors who find physically im- 
possible see them during the school year 
more than one two times. Such prob- 
lem should not exist the school, 
either secondary school college. Hence, 
the teacher small institution 
ing should make his influence for good felt 
every student. 

secret that students like 
work for teachers whom they feel have 
personal interest what they are doing. 
Much this interest can shown not 
only the classroom but also the 
cafeteria, the gymnasium, the field 
sport, various extracurricular ac- 
tivities that come under their charge. Con- 
trary the opinions some instructors, 
who hold that better keep aloof 
from students and who stand pedestal 
while pontificating their classes, the 
personal interest approach, without 
down the barriers necessary reserve

However, any excessive forwardness 
familiarity the part the students 
should handled with discretion the 
instructor, that the offender will put 
his place and still feel that the teacher 
interested him personally. 

Teachers high schools and colleges 
know the dangers partiality, too much 
familiarity with one student group 
students the expense others, and yet, 
accusations this type are constantly 
heard about some teachers. Irreparable 
damage can done both teachers who 
are guilty these offenses against fairness 
and irresponsible talk the part 
students who feel there discrimination 
against them. The experienced 
minded teacher will avoid any accusations 
this type and will always try make 
each student feel that his personal ad- 
vancement personal concern the 
instructor. Great and extensive work has 
been done students who have been in- 
spired their instructors because they 
were convinced them that they took 
great pride their accomplishments. The 
crux the personal interest relationship 
between teacher and student resolves it- 
self into the fact that the teacher must 
have the ability make himself liked and 
able use this steppingstone to- 
ward the achievement the objective de- 
sired his course. Personal contact 
between teacher and student, although not 
the solution for all educational problems, 
goes long way solving many the 
difficulties that constantly crop up. 
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Today, greater extent than 
the past, the art interviewing be- 
ing required teachers. some schools 
the parent-teacher conference has en- 
tirely replaced the formal report card: 
used; and many schools the report 
card sent the home still the periodic 
visitor that often brings return visit 
from the parents. any case the 
teacher will well familiar with 
the techniques interviewing. 


Remote Preparation Necessary 


Preparation for the interview should 
begin early possible, months 
even years before one actually sits down 
table desk talk about David

The teacher 
may also pick secondhand informa- 
tion about them casual conversations 
with other people. well remem- 
ber, however, that this information may 
second rate. Another means re- 
mote preparation general meeting 
the parents called shortly before the 
time the first interview. This would 
even highly advisable one were 
introducing interviewing, instead 
written report the teacher were 
new the school. Obviously, this step 
enables the parents become ac- 
quainted with the teacher and gives the 
teacher opportunity formulate for 
them the objectives worked out 
during the interview. 

Besides becoming acquainted with the 
parents, very important for the

teacher learn all that can known 
about the child. The few many 
available school records may indicate 
his physical, mental, and moral capaci- 
ties and his fulfillment reasonable 
expectations. Besides opinions accumu- 
lated his former teachers, there 
the opportunity for personal observation 
during the time the child has come 
under the present teacher’s supervision. 
Not the least important these ob- 
servations are those noted when the 
child exercises his free choice selec- 
tion friends for play, books read, 
and pupils with whom works. These 
suggestions indicate ways which 
teacher may prepare remotely for the 
parent-teacher conference. 


The Immediate Preparation 


The immediate preparation more 
limited and definite. The school should 
make available suitable place for the 
conference. This should insure privacy 
and comfort that the parents will 
feel ease. The furnishings class- 
room only accentuate the teacher’s posi- 
tion professional importance and may 
create unnecessary feelings inferiority 
the part the parents. If, however, 
the interviewing being done 
school-wide basis during definite pe- 
riod time, there possibly other 
alternative. this case some degree 
comfort suitable for adults might 
added the room. Certainly, the 
teacher should radiate congeniality and 
warmth that her very presence will 
make the parent ignore the absence 
occasional chairs, soft glowing lamps 
and smartly styled window drapes. 
Ideally, small conference room with 
comfortable furnishings, cheery warmth, 
and informality would help secure 
atmosphere conducive relaxation 
and serenity. course, these furnish- 


ings should the economic level 
the families enrolled the school. 

The time the interview should 
agreeable parents and teachers. Eve- 
ning appointments generally permit 
fathers well mothers present; 
afternoon hours are sometimes preferred 
mothers who have preschool chil- 
dren home. either case, personal 
appointment, written copy which 
possession parent and teacher, 
most useful. 

When the time and place have been 
arranged, the teacher should mentally 
review the information acquired con- 
cerning the child and his relation 
home and school life. She should pro- 
pose tentative plan for the improve- 
ment the child, being ready 
subject her plan change any 
forthcoming information may suggest. 
Immediately before the appointment 
she must try sweep from her mind 
any unpleasantness that may have re- 
sulted from the day’s work, relax men- 
tally and physically for few moments, 
and look forward hopefully desir- 
able outcome. She should present 
sincere attitude helpfulness devoid 
patronage, and alertness exempt 
from curiosity. 


Breaking the Ice 


courteous reception the parents 
will the natural outgrowth the 
teacher’s preparation for the interview. 
Her immediate concern put the 
parent favorable state mind. 
She friendly her greeting and 
shows the ordinary social amenities one 
accustomed expect. she observes 
nervousness the parent, she endeav- 
ors distract him directing the 
opening conversation subject 
commonplace interest; e.g., how the 
Korean situation has affected the pro- 
duction Frigidaires, which sells, 
or, what good manager the mother 
take time off the afternoon 
come school. Enabling the interviewee 
express himself this matter-of-fact 
way gives him the security needs 
speaking someone another 
profession. 
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Guiding the Conversation 


Since the parent interested see- 
ing the child student, the teacher 
will take the initiative this point 
producing the contents the child’s 
work folder. She lets the parents ex- 
amine the letters the child has written 
English class, the arithmetic tests 
has taken, the art work has done, 
and the social study booklet has com- 
piled. Graciously she answers any ques- 
tions the parent may ask and points 
out anything significance that may 
not immediately evident person 
outside the educational profession. She 
careful, however, not monopolize 
the conversation but only make per- 
tinent comments that will draw the par- 
ents obvious conclusions. From 
previous study the 
gence record she indicates what 
able do, and lets the parents see 
from the evidence before them whether 
child not, this the point where the 
parents will give the teacher the in- 
formation she needs order explain 
this situation. She will come know 
their attitude toward recreation, home 
study, 
chores; the discussion his physical 
and emotional problems will complete 
the broken-line sketch the teacher has 
drawn him. 

Throughout this part the inter- 
view, attitude understanding ac- 
ceptance must characterize the inter- 
viewer. Although she may not agree 
with the defenses put forth and may 
deeply regret the detrimental circum- 
stances responsible for the child’s poor 
progress maladjustment, she should 
not pass judgment which will immedi- 
ately stifle the flow information, but 
she should rather see this 
valuable opportunity keep the parent 
talking. Short comments like, 
or, understand,” will express sym- 
pathy for the person without condoning 
any evident neglect. the parents 
talk, the child being brought out 
against the background his total sur- 
roundings. The teacher sees him now, 
perhaps, not only the boy who does 
not like read but also the son 
school teacher who constantly 
making comparisons between him and 
his older sister who leads 
life with only books for friends. 

Frequently, parent the loqua- 
cious type shows inclination drift 
into conversational byway. This waste 
time may avoided injecting 
remarks like, “What was you said 
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about ——— or, “What influence 
you think this has his behavior 
with the group?” 


Getting Results Logically 


the interview has been well 
handled the parent will the logical 
one summarize the facts and draw 
plan action, whether that con- 
program entails radical change. 
The interviewer should have only 
endorse the plan most suggest 
few minor modifications. 

There danger the close the 
interview that may deteriorate into 
casual social visit. This likely 
destroy some the good accomplished 
and therefore should avoided. One 
may show that the time stand- 
ing and moving toward the door 
some remark such believe some- 
one else waiting,” or, alert 
any new development.” 

Certainly, the interviewer will ex- 
press her genuine gratitude for this 
opportunity securing better under- 
standing the parents and the child. 
She will express her appreciation for 
the interest shown, the information 
given, and the time spent. This, 
course, brings similar expressions from 
the parents and the interview ends 
businesslike but pleasant note. 


Careful Recording 


The time spent the interview 
valuable investment only some change 
for the better the result. Since the 
teacher will have appointments with 
many parents, she will need keep 
written record each case. Opinions 
differ when these notes should 
taken. Although long interval be- 
tween the conference and its recording 
results poor record, some prefer 
ate recording. Insignificant details will 
have vanished while the valuable facts 
will undergo process integration and 
consolidation. Now relationships may 
come mind with increasing sharpness 
producing insight and interpretation 
not immediately evident. Through these 
one more apt see the whole child 
relation his total environment. 
seems that only under such conditions 
will the teacher able give any 
real service. Some teachers make these 
notes regular form; others prefer 
make informal jottings, arriving 
time flexible pattern which records 
the attitudes expressed the parents, 
hereditary and environmental influences 


the child, and summary the 
plan for improvement. 

While each interview 
unique, and unpredictable, there are 
certain general skills which the inter- 
viewer needs acquire and constantly 
improve herself. She should check 
herself the amount time she 
consumes talking, relation the 
time used the parent. She must 
keep down minimum the use 
the personal pronoun “I” “me”; 
likewise she should extremely careful 
about expressing her own opinion about 
what the parent ought not 
do. She should avoid the use ques- 
tions that can answered “yes” 
“no,” since this tends stop the 
flow conversation. Continued study 
the subject, frequent self-check 
its basic skills, flexibility proce- 
dure, and above all profound 
edge human nature with sincere 
will help those need, the big 
opportunity, yes the great responsibility 
one who calls herself teacher.

placement, vocational tryouts, evening vo- 
cational classes, and cumulative records. 

1918 Sister Mary Jeanette completed 
extended study this field and wrote 
her doctoral thesis “Vocational Guid- 
ance the Catholic Youth Catholic 
University America.” 

1928 the superintendent schools 
the Diocese Pittsburgh initiated guid- 
ance program co-operation with that 
the State Department Education. 

far back 1934 Sister Teresa Ger- 
trude made national survey vocational 
guidance Catholic secondary schools. 
that time she found that about per cent 
the schools made some provision for 
guidance and that another per cent re- 
ported informal work guidance. 

study catalogs Catholic colleges 
1943 reveals that per cent listed 
courses guidance and per cent gave 
some courses occupations 
ment. Today, course, all colleges teach- 
ing education include such courses. 


What Guidance? 

Just exactly what guidance? That 
question most often asked teaching 
Sisters taking their first course guidance 
Mount St. Joseph Teachers College 
Buffalo, Probably one the best 
known and most widely used definitions 
that guidance “helping other people 
help themselves.” All guidance should 
lead intelligent self-guidance. 

Guidance grows out very real need 
one human being talk with another 
human being for whom has respect and 
whom can confide. The need for 
guidance universal and timeless. 

good guidance counselor works with 
certain foundation under him which 
made these principles: 


firm belief the dignity man 
who created the image and likeness 
God. 

Realization that students need the 
help other human beings, especially 
when they are disturbed trouble. 

Help guidance help only the 
person being guided grows through the 
guidance experience. 


Many teachers have found difficult 
attend colleges giving courses guidance 
because their arduous duties because 
the distance from such college. For 
that reason the following suggestions are 
offered the busy teacher who desires 
help her students with some the best 
procedures used guidance. 


Beginning Guidance Program 

good way start guidance program 
having each student write his auto- 
biography, but make certain that the stu- 
dents help class project work 
good outline advance. this way, de- 
sired information will included the 
child’s life story. Some teachers have 
complete notebook that the child fills 
from time time called “All About Me.” 
must kept mind that all the 
information found students’ autobiogra- 
phies not always gospel truth. For ex- 
ample student will often show his father 
“deceased” when really the father has 
deserted the family. 
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Secure manila folder for each child 
and clearly print his name pencil 
this folder. When the child transferred 
another room the name can erased 
and the folder used again. this folder 
can almost everything that relates 
the student’s school life. Save some good 
examples his classwork and place them 
this folder. this folder also should 
his health record, his tests, some 
his art work, good examples near 
perfect lessons, anecdotes his school life, 
and possibly his excuses from home for his 
absences. 

Guidance usually based something 
that either physical functional. The 
first step making proper approach 
the guidance problem any child 
know his physical picture. that all 
right then the functional aspects the 
problem should probed. 


Interview 


teacher should start early the year 
and invite one student daily remain for 
short time after school for what may 
called the interview.” soon 
more than two persons are involved 
interview the guidance value that inter- 
view lost. 

the initial interview the teacher will 
find some students who will express fear 
teacher closing the classroom door 
when the class starts each day. These stu- 
dents will rarely ever tell about such 
fear when other students are present. 
There are even cases where such fear has 
been found teachers themselves. One 
student remarked that when saw the 
teacher close the door start the day’s 
classwork the only thought 
through his mind was “Here am, trapped 
for another half day.” 

the initial interview ask the student 
for suggestions for improving the climate 
the school class life. Many will offer 
very worth-while suggestions. Extend the 
invitation bring any problem, large 
small, the teacher the need arises. 
One guidance counselor offers prize 
anyone who can tell him anything new. 


Occupations File 


Making occupations file always 
adventure real interest upper grade 
students. very fine have breakfast 
bed but someone has get pre- 
pare that breakfast. All teachers know that 
all their students are not going 
priests, doctors, lawyers. few years 
ago study was made the fathers the 
bishops the United States and was 
found that not one them was profes- 
sional person, but rather they earned their 
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living with their hands the retail 
trade. One the great services that 
teacher can render help young people 
decide upon their life’s work that they 
can live happy and useful life. 

One way this having stu- 
dents make occupational file. Secure 
number manila folders similar those 
used for the individual folders for the stu- 
dents. Occupations are numbered much 
the same manner the Dewey Decimal 
System library listing, but the details 
such listings can secured almost any 
good book occupations. 

Have each student select one occupa- 
tion. Most them will select either the 
one they wish enter the one that 
their father follows. Have students bring 
every bit information, pictures, maps, 
charts, clippings, and the like that relate 
such trades professions. Soon the file 
will grow and the students will grow with 
it. 


Special Problems 


Teacher-guidance counselor duties con- 
cern those who are not mentally disordered. 
there evidence that the child not 
well mentally emotionally, may 
suggested that the school nurse contact 
the parents see further medical help 
advisable. Teachers should not hesitate 
call for help. The best doctors 
daily. There are many agencies that can 
and will render specialized help. Learn just 
what fine services are available through the 
Catholic Charities. 

When the teacher runs into moral 
problem time call for help. This 
help should come from the priest, but don’t 
just send the child the priest, nor should 
the teacher call child out the room 
with remark that So-and-So 
wants see you.” Such situation calls 
for the greatest degree tact that the 
final result helpful the student.

Initial interviews, student folder proj- 
ect, occupational file, and possibly some 
home visits will keep the average teacher 
busy the first year being the teacher 
and guidance counselor combined.

encouraging and try everything 
the teacher would like counselor 
the situation were reversed. 

Call for help when the need for help 
apparent, but try secure the 
permission so. 

Don’t pry too deeply into the student’s 
life may resent it.

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Confused Nomenclature Applied 
Slow Learners 


Much the literature the meaning 
terms used clinical psychologists 
signify less than average intellectual en- 
dowment needs clarification. ut- 
most importance the child psychologist 
and teacher use these terms correctly. 
There great deal confusion pres- 
ent concerning the semantics the termi- 
nology which affect current educational 
programs. Several these troublesome 
terms should more definitely defined 
and some might dropped from profes- 
sional literature. Perhaps, new terms can 
substituted. the past few years con- 
siderable attention has been given this 
matter, but produced practical results. 


Uniformity 


Research the literature this field 
will reveal some the different ways 
which certain terms have been used and 
the various connotations given the same 
term psychologists and writers. 
reflects that any I.Q. below signified 
“feeble-mindedness” and individuals who 
had between and should 
labeled “borderline deficiency.” While Mer- 
rill? designated the group with 
and below “mental defectives” and 
feeble-minded, 
defective.” Individuals who possessed 
between and should desig- 
nated “borderline.” general, Wechs- 
ler’s terminology agreement with that 
Merrill. discussing the nonacademic 
pupil, suggests that the terms 
“mentally deficient,” “retarded,” and “men- 
tally handicapped” can used synony- 

the Mental Deficiency Act 
1913 used the word “feeble-minded” 
the highest group mental defectives, 
mental defectiveness not amounting 
imbecility. “(This group usually referred

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1931 the English began use the term 
“more retarded” distinguish from those 
formerly called “feeble-minded” and “men- 
tal defective” those with mental ages be- 
low half their chronological ages with 
1.Q.’s less than 50. This classification 
would correspond roughly those call 
imbeciles and idiots. 

Legally the mental deficiency 
used mean “feeble-mindedness.” But 
with the widespread use intelligence 
tests there came about broader use 
the term “mental deficiency.” This concept 
includes mentally retarded borderline in- 
telligence regardless degree retarda- 
tion. 

From the brief study cited above, one 
can easily see the lack uniformity 
the meaning given terms which are com- 
monly used depict individuals having 
various degrees mental deficiency. 


Meaning Terms 


These particular classifications for mental 
deficiency were determined empirical 
data derived from individual psychometric 
examination. Although each test success- 
fully measures mental capacity through 
factor analysis, psychologists should not 
overlook social competence the drive 
succeed additional mental factors de- 
termining retardation students. Several 
eminent writers suggest one the other 
these factors. 

points out that intelligence 
too complicated entity defined 
single number. Furthermore, believes 
that other factors should considered. 

Merrill? recommends that new term 
used designate low intelligence that 
the stigma associated with the term “feeble- 
mindedness” could eliminated. 

the regulations the New York 
State Department Education® the rec- 


ommendation cautions, thorough analy- 
sis all factors leading school failures 
should made and assignment special 
classes should not the basis 
M.A. alone.” This opinion held 
such eminent authorities child psychol- 
ogy Dall, Wechsler, and Warren. 
should made clear that this recommen- 
dation applies class placement and not 
diagnosis. 

therefore imperative that psycholo- 
gists formulate clear and accurate termi- 
nology that will have universal acceptance. 
The need correct the confusion that 
exists presently the clinical nomencla- 
ture and the urgent demand eliminate 
the resulting complications our guidance 
program our schools demand clarifica- 
tion terms. The two most confusing 
terms are mental deficiency and feeble- 
mindedness. Can agree their mean- 
ing? these terms are used today 
not agree their meaning. 


Terms Used Occasionally 


addition the confusion the use 
the above-mentioned terms, writers 
the field too often add the perplexity 
the problem adding other terms such 
as: “mental defective,” “mentally inferior,” 
“subnormals,” “abnormals,” “low 
average,” “exceptional,” “atypical,” “slow 
learners,” “backward,” and “mentally re- 

Wallin® very clearly described this situ- 
ation when wrote “confusion doubly 
confounded has reigned supreme for dec- 
ades the field terminology applied 
children who deviate the minus direc- 
tion from the typical model child the 
curve distribution human capacity.” 

the outstart must distinguish be- 
tween the terms intellectual and mental. 
There are psychologists who consider the 
intellect only one the three major 
powers the mind. While the emotions 
and the will are the other two major as-

All 
these powers compliment 
Therefore, any activity capable influ- 
encing being influenced any 
all the other bodily psychological 
functions. 


Individual Differences 


When child possesses very limited 
intellectual capacity, his other basic mental 
and bodily activities may may not 
adversely affected. Perhaps may that 
the child’s emotional balance may give him 
very satisfying social relationship with 
people; his capacity use most effectively 
the moral and religious principles which 
has been taught home his church; 
his efficient use motor skills and knowl- 
edge acquired school programs voca- 
tional arts, his ability preserve his physi- 
cal health, and finally the drive succeed 
life. 

What must educators’ main concern 
with children who possess very limited 
intellectual endowment help these 
people become worth-while individuals 
our democratic society making use 
their limited intellectual endowment. 


Effects Neurosis 


There are other individuals superior 
intelligence suffering severe neurosis and 
hence they may function several grades 
below their mental capacity achievement 
basic subject matter. their social and 
religious atmosphere they 
marked hostility and antagonism toward 
life general. brief, these people mani- 
fest behavior patterns the neurotic per- 
son and their actions may resemble the 
actions child with very limited intel- 
lectual endowment. 

Although the behavior syndrome chil- 
dren with marked intellectual deficiencies 
and those suffering from neuroses may out- 
wardly seem alike, they demand different 
kinds and educational help 
because the underlying causes their 
troubles are different. not make 
any distinction between these two types, 
the mentally deficient and those with 
strong intellectual aquitment, unwit- 
tingly create situation which impos- 
sible but impractical handle our 
educational set-up. Furthermore, are de- 
priving many children the type edu- 
cation which they require and which 
their birthright democracy. 

similar point view was expressed 
Lurie® “using the yardstick social 
competence the differentiating factor 
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makes ‘feeblemindedness’ relative term, 
for individual may socially compe- 
tent under one set circumstances, and 
socially incompetent and inefficient under 
less favorable ones. varies with the so- 
ciety and with the family with which one 
lives. farm helper may considered 
socially competent country village and 
totally incompetent city.” 


Problem for Administrators 


Wallin’s study special classes 
select number public schools demon- 
strated conclusively that former pupils 
who fall below Binet I.Q. 70, cannot 
diagnosed feeble-minded from the stand- 
point socioeconomic 

Therefore, when school district tries 
bring together special educational 
program, all children who have similar edu- 
cational problems poor social adjust- 
ment, are much like the physician who 
prescribes the same treatment all his 
patients who had headaches, even though 
the cause the headache, one instance 
was eyestrain, another worry, the 
third constipation, and the fourth 
blood stream infliction, flat feet, polio- 
myelitis. 

This very ambiguous terminology and 
confused thinking presents other difficul- 
ties. First, provision must made 
know anticipate the number children 
community that should included 
any given program. Second, criteria 
must made help determine whom 
should include program for marked 
intelligence deficiency. 

reports that the number 
mental defectives the United States 
estimated between 0.5 and 1.0 the 
general population. places all 
those individuals with and be- 
low defective category. While the bor- 
derline cases were those with I.Q.’s between 
and 79. Both seem refer the 
same children since they term them mental 
defectives. Terman states that per cent 
the population have I.Q. below 76. 
this true, how can these varied estimates 
explained? 

the recent Bulletin’ “curriculum 
adjustment for the mentally retarded,” 
significant statement was made. “Mentally 
retarded children, here defined, are those

who, because poor intellectual endow- 
ment, are unable cope with the standard 
requirements regular grades. They are 
particular need special educational

The latest report the American 
Association Mental Deficiency states 
that per cent the general school popu- 
lation shall included the definition 
individuals who may need aid our edu- 
cational program. 

Such reports are most confusing 
people who are the special education 
program and the laity, particularly our 
boards education which must inform 
themselves about this program. 

first glance, these facts may seem 
matter administrator. If, e.g., 
school population 100,000 
there were 2000 children special classes, 
the basis per cent the school 
population adequate provisions were made 
for children who may need this program. 
the other hand, the administrator 
took per cent his formula, there would 
approximately 21,000 additional children 
who would need the special program. 
What the administrator, school board 
member, interested citizen going do? 

partial solution found the state- 
ment issued the Office Education 
which will least standardize the approxi- 
mate range the mentally retarded child. 
“Some writers and some school authori- 
ties include all mentally retarded children 
under the term, ‘slow learning,’ regardless 
the degree retardation. Others dif- 
ferentiate between ‘slow learning’ refer- 
ring boys and girls who are dull 
normal intelligence ‘subnormal’ 
‘mentally deficient’ referring those 
who are seriously defective intellectual 
development, but not necessarily feeble- 
minded. with the latter group that this 
bulletin deals. day schools they would 
range terms intelligence from ap- 
proximately 75.” 

Thus this impractical and confused 
thinking that appertains the terminology 
now employed educational psychology 
the result the unsystematic grouping 
children with different and the 
wide disagreements the criteria among 
authorities the field have presented 
important problem which solution 
imperative order produce efficient 
results for the education the marked 
mentally deficient. Too long has this prob- 
lem been neglected. Specialists the field 
need help. Let work together for 
solution. 
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Our Catechism Properly Divided? 


Advantages and Weaknesses Present System 


our second article developed the 
leading ideas for good arrangement 
the catechism. Following the lead these 
principles will not difficult form 
objective judgment the catechetical 
value the present division, note its 
decided advantages, but also observe 
correctly and evaluate its 
weaknesses. 

The aim this article give 
merely negative criticism the division 
used heretofore. the contrary, par- 
ticularly stresses the good points. 
much offers criticism the division, 
does for threefold reason. First, one 
must consider whether the departure from 
the division the Deharbe catechism, 
which has been tried those countries 
Europe which excel the field cate- 
chetics, should not also followed the 
United States. Second, criticism the 
previous division offers the same time 
directive guide what should espe- 
cially noted and what should avoided 
the eventual rearrangement the cate- 
chism. The somewhat 
tional solutions, which are found 
even excellent catechisms within the 
past years, give one the impression that 
the pertinent question has not been ex- 
plained nor thought out thoroughly enough. 
This confusion should avoided the 
United States. would better delay 
our decision somewhat longer that 
could present thorough and permanent 
solution. Third, even the improbable 
case, that one could not the first place 
decide have new revision the cate- 
chism, would great significance for 
the catechists know clearly the weak- 
nesses the present division, they 
could least diminish and compensate for 


them suitable explanations Christian 
doctrine. 


Advantages the Present 
Arrangement 
That the customary division the 
catechism must have considerable advan- 
tages may deduced from the fact its 
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extraordinary circulation. one were 
collect the various catechisms Deharbe 
and their numerous adaptations, which all 
show the same basic structure, into one 
group, there would not the least doubt, 
that the group Deharbe catechisms 
would far the most widely circulated 
type catechism that ever existed. 
should note especially that the arrange- 
ment the Deharbe catechism certainly 
outstanding, when compared with that 
found such prominent catechisms 
those Canisius and Bellarmine and 
that for good reasons. Deharbe’s text, when 
pitted against the other catechisms men- 
tioned above, shows unmistakable progress. 
surpasses the divisions Canisius and 
Bellarmine uniformity, clarity, and con- 
one will dispute the fact that 
the arrangement Deharbe the face 
the heretofore mentioned required

qualities for proper catechism division 
possesses and comprehension 
prominent degree. From the introductory 
question the last end goal man 
(service God salvation one’s soul) 
there follow the three main sections with 
surprising clarity and comprehension. The 
proper complete service God, our life’s 
task assignment, consists firm faith 
Divine Revelation, not dead faith, 
which limited mere consent the 
understanding but living, full faith 
which proved loyally following 
Christ, the obedience life, that is, 
keeping the Commandments. order 
give this answer about complete faith, 
God must assist with His grace, and 
man, his part, must zealously use the 
“means grace” (Prayer and the Sacra- 
ments). The attempt here made which 
thoroughly recognized and ac- 
knowledged that the entire catechetical 
heritage lucidly and compre- 
hensively arranged according one 
idea, namely, “the service our 
life’s task.” taking the last end man 
starting point, all that follows 
clearly and impressively applied our 
lives are treating here effective 
“Christian Art Life,” the proper 
guidance for Christian living. Thereby, too, 
the fundamental thought Christian 
Revelation fittingly given again, 
far Christian Revelation really, ac- 
cording its nature, the invitation and 
guide for our Way God. 

the Spiritual Exercises St. Ig- 
natius where procedure from the last goal 
end man and the consistent logical 
accomplishment this leading idea give 
the whole scheme inner unity, con- 
sistency, and psychological effectiveness, 
would appear that the catechism 
with its customary start introduction 
and its consequent tripartite 
achieves similar result. 

All these reasons gave abundant justi- 
fication the fact that the division made 
Auger-Deharbe was given the prefer- 
ence over the divisions Canisius and 
Bellarmine. Furthermore, Auger’s division 
the Catechism accorded fully with the 
contemporary religious taste, had 
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been built formulated the conflict 
with Protestantism and under the influence 
religious individualism since 
teenth century, and continued effec- 
tive recent times.

arrangement (Faith-Commandments-Means 
Grace) has its significant defects.

even specifically Christian truths, and 
only wishes give practical. but cer- 
tainly well-thought-out and interiorly co- 
herent direction for the reform Christian 
living, this introductory question the 
very beginning may have its full justifica- 
tion.

Also, would hardly able 
maintain that the above-mentioned 
formulation one similar would 
sound very adaptable children, mat- 
ter how proper may from theo- 
logical standpoint. The further difficulty 
would still remain, which seems neces- 
sary state when starting with the last 
end: Our last goal undoubtedly includes 
powerful, strongly motivated value. But 
hardly possible, catechetically speak- 
ing, develop this value properly, imme- 


diately the beginning religious 
struction. One would hardly find cate- 
chism which seriously attempts this: 
probably not feasible for didactic rea- 
sons. value, which should only de- 
veloped the course instruction, 
here placed too suddenly the beginning. 
this form seems more like logical 
aid clear-cut classification for the 
rest the teaching material, than psy- 
chological aid, which could give powerful 
and lasting impulses. One must remember 
that this kind logic and strict alignment 
toward goal appeals more adults and 
young people more advanced ma- 
turity mind than the child. 

Entirely apart from the starting point, 
the following arrangement (Faith-Com- 
ments-Means Grace) also has its note- 
worthy difficulties. early years 
ago, Josef Jungmann, S.J. (d. 
had advanced two criticisms this ar- 
rangement. For the first, the classifying 
the material into Faith-Commandments- 
Means Grace can easily lead false 
presentation; only the first main sec- 
tion (Faith) were “believed.” 
reality the teaching material its entirety 
self-evidently message from heaven, 
the doctrine about the Sacraments. the 
case catechists and pupils un- 
doubtedly significance that this 
clearly recognized. The Revelation char- 
acter the entire Christian religion ac- 
cording the customary classification 
hardly steps into the foreground with the 
desired clarity. Second, through the separa- 
tion from dogmatic faith which treated 
the first main section, and the living 
according faith treated the following 
main sections, the notion faith cate- 
manner. would all means desir- 
able that, instructions, 
when speaking faith found the 
ordinary language Scripture and espe- 
cially the promulgation doctrine 
the Apostles and Fathers the Church, 
should always considered full, 
complete faith and not simply “some- 
thing-held-as-true.” 
ogy, especially the conflict against 
Protestantism, decided rightly the distinc- 
tion between dogmatic and living faith, 
and showed clearly that the mere (dog- 
matic) faith does not justify. Yet from 
this does not follow any way for the 
Christian proclamation faith that now 
opposition earlier use language 
the word “faith” must, wherever possible,

Really the arrangement the cate- 
able general merely the Catholic 
answer the basic errors the Protes- 
tants. plainly the type apolo- 
getically orientated division subject 
matter. Luther’s catechism already 
its arrangement Commandments-Faith- 
Prayer-Sacraments expresses the Protes- 
tant solution the points issue the 
sixteenth century, the catechism 
Auger, and still more emphatic formu- 
lation that Deharbe, brings forward the 
Catholic solution: The basis for justifica- 
tion Faith (first main section), which, 
however, must manifest itself good 
works (second main section); but or- 
der keep the Commandments God, 
need the grace God (third main 
section). 

Perhaps one might say that the cate- 
chism Auger with its clear opposition 
the Protestants was most apt for this 
period controversy. Without doubt, the 
group catechisms Auger-Deharbe 
their very arrangement teaching ma- 
terial firmly established the Catholic 
answer the disputed questions that 
time the consciousness Catholics and 
effected much good rendering Catholic 
life immune the then current errors. 
Thus may understand the apologetic 
basic attitude these catechisms and jus- 
them some measure for their time. 
When Deharbe wrote catechism 
(1847), orthodox Protestantism had indeed 
ceased the chief opponent Cath- 
olic doctrine. Just about every case the 
time long since past, which this 
strongly pronounced stand against con- 
servative Protestantism could justified 
even some measure from the circum- 
stances the times. 

But even during the time the strug- 
gle against Protestantism regarding matters 
faith, the all-too-pronounced regard 
concerning religious teaching contem- 
porary errors, had its doubtful side. 
cannot denied that hereby important 
and, itself, very regrettable transposi- 
tion within the field catechetical teach- 
ing material occurred. this way some 
important points doctrine were taken 
out their context and became detached 
from the whole, and teaching these 
truths the same full effect was never at- 
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tained. This holds good above all for the 
points doctrine about Grace, Prayer, 
and the Sacraments. 


About Grace 


Grace, that the new divine life 
Christ, altogether the highest gift that 
Christianity has offer. the hitherto 
existing arrangement the catechism 
and the main division that really de- 
termines far-reaching way the consid- 
eration according which the doctrine 
Grace perceived catechists and pupils 
—the divine grace means appears 
the basic value Christian life, but 
only “means” for the faithful observ- 
ance the Commandments. Instead 
sanctifying grace which, the section 
Grace should all means the fore- 
ground, actual (helping) grace has become 
the central point catechetical interest, 
and again, this latter grace not either 
far divinizes the activities the 
children God (gratia elevans), but 
much restores the weakness fallen 
nature and heals it, and thus, above all, 
makes possible the observance the Com- 
mandments (gratia sanans). was, 
however, the focal point underlying the 
arrangement the Deharbe catechism 
and older catechisms was also ex- 
pressly mentioned. The Baltimore Cate- 
chism waives aside, known, every 
transition from one main section an- 
other. This hardly advantage. The 
doctrine about the Sacraments and Prayer, 
according old custom, follows that 
the Commandments, but this third main 
section entitled “God’s Gifts.” the 
Sacraments should viewed this light, 
then they would have precede the 
Commandments. Besides that, the doc- 
trine about Prayer would have de- 
tached from this main division. The plac- 
ing under one heading “Sacraments and 
Prayer” probably only understandable,

the same way the Sacraments not 
appear any more the incomparable 
sources Divine Life which the life 
the mystical Christ daily renewed. 
the arrangement Faith-Commandments- 
Means Grace they are looked upon 
means helps good life. And thus 
also Prayer, which certainly the goal and 
high point Christian life. Prayer 
treated “Means Grace,” then 
necessity the prayer petition for the 
help grace will the central point 
Christian teaching; the other hand, the 
most fundamental function Christian 
prayer, namely the prayer praise and 
thanksgiving the children God re- 
deemed Christ, will recede more into 
the background. catechism that starts 
with the end and goal man, prayer, 
the real meaning and the last fulfillment 
Christian living, would have pre- 
sented particularly beautiful manner: 
The worship God the redeemed 
children God together with Christ and 
Him, the adoration spirit and 
truth, which the Lord Himself praises 
the characteristic mark the Messianic 
Age (Jn. 4:23). 

Finally might point out, that there 
also little evidence the historic char- 
acter the Christian religion 
division. 

The defects touched upon here the 
arrangement the Auger-Deharbe cate- 
chism were obviously plainly perceived 
the United States too. Otherwise how can 
explain the fact that the official Balti- 
more Catechism omits the clear-cut devel- 
opment that part the catechism which 
proceeds from the question regarding the 
last end man; that continues ar- 
range the main section (Faith-Command- 
ments-Means Grace [i.e., Sacraments 
and Prayer] according the old sequence 
order, but refrains from every logical 
linking together and introduction the 
main divisions, superscribes the third main 
part and then adds 
fourth part about the Sacrifice the Mass 
Baltimore Catechism No. 2). Certainly 
thereby the original meaning the sub- 
ject-matter sequence has been somewhat 
obliterated and many defect has been 
covered up. But was satisfactory, per- 
manent solution attained thereby? Just 
where must this permanent solution 
sought? The next concluding article will 
discuss this point.

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VICTORY OUR FAITH 
The Bishops 1954 Statement No. 


For the spiritual strength needed 
fight winning battle with atheistic ma- 
terialism, need Faith, the first essen- 
tial human living every phase 
human life. The Faith are talking 
about Faith God the Father and 
His Son whom sent (Jesus Christ), 
and the Holy Spirit! 

The necessary Faith not mere 
sentiment, emotional acceptance, 
even awe the presence mystery; 
act. With Faith break through the 
barriers nature through the super- 
natural vision grace. Here how the 
Bishops describe it: 

“We need Faith, first all; belief 
God and the Son Whom Sent 
us, Jesus Christ. Faith the first es- 
sential human living. But let 
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clear about what mean this 
wondrous word. Faith not mere 
emotion. not vague sentiment 
reverence the presence goodness 
and beauty, awe the presence 
mystery. Faith has with know- 
ing, not with feeling. knowledge 
its highest and surest form. Faith 
the intellectual act which, under the 
influence grace, accept the 
authority God the truths Him 
revealed.” 

The Western World was the product 
Christianity built the Greek and 
Roman foundations. transformed the 
world. its best, the Bishops say, 
was “the fine flowering the Chris- 
tian Faith.” Its “law fraternal char- 
ity and its human culture was created 
the Faith God and His Son, 
How came then this great 
debacle, this fall and decline the 
West from its former greatness? The 
Bishops’ answer that the West did 
not keep the Faith. was denatured 
dilution and compromise, and the 
worship the idols flesh and gold 
was substituted; paid lip service 
God, but men did not think their 
hearts. total Christianity needed 
defeat the all-pervasive materialism; 
and must recover and renew its com- 
plete Faith. The Bishops put this 
way, conclusion: 

“Our nation, survive, must 
recover and renew its Christian Faith. 
Here alone can find purpose end 
the present confusion; strength instead 
weakness; dynamic zeal over- 
come the difficulties life; uplift- 
ing, soul-stirring motive for the fight 
the death against the total material- 
ist enemy. the sign Christ’s cross 
our ancestors the Faith conquered 
the ancient paganism and gave man- 
kind the golden ages the Christian 
era. our day shall conquer the 
new paganism, atheistic materialism, 
the same triumphant sign.” 


THE STUDENT MODERN 
EDUCATION 


There was time when the student 
was seen but not heard. Students 
were receive education. The cen- 
ter gravity was the teacher 
the textbook, and more recently 
the community. But the beginning 
the twentieth century the center 
interest was declared the child. 
was the center about which the edu- 
cational processes and 
volved. was wisely discerned that 


the great characteristic education 
was that must self-education. 
Pestalozzi had emphasized that the stu- 
dent the agent his own education. 
Spencer had said that the process 
education should developed the 
utmost. Frobel had emphasized the 
creative self-activity the individual. 
Here see the idea developing the 
nineteenth century. But this generation 
needs reminded that, the thir- 
teenth century, St. Thomas Aquinas 
had fully developed the idea his 

The discussion the student’s part 
education remained for 
quarter the twentieth century pretty 
much the area the student’s par- 
ticipation the educational process. 
the second quarter the century there 
was increasing emphasis the part 
the student was play educational 
administration. The idea was empha- 
sized especially international student 
organizations dominated communis- 
tic influence. was emphasized the 
National Students Educational Associa- 
tion and the National Federation 
Catholic Students. There were student 
bills rights, call for 
government, greater 
and various claims for the new 
status students. This JouRNAL pub- 
lished critical review the Student 
Bill Rights and proposed new one 
involving the constructive criticisms. 

There little doubt that the student 
participation the educational process 
essential, and the administrative 
processes may helpful. But there has 
been little frank discussion, from the 
administrative side, the student’s ca- 
pacity, willingness, readiness help 
the administration. There 
been often any great notice the prob- 
lem student activities, and the man- 
agement their own affairs the 
college. There has been very little self- 
criticism the students and any con- 
structive criticism the administra- 
tion, even heart-to-heart talks. This 
particularly true Catholic 
and universities. 

was therefore refreshing read 
the frank comments the rector the 
University Ottawa, Montreal, Rev. 
Rodrique Normandin, mes- 
sage the students. After regretting the 
increase administrative duties, heavy 
and serious, which separate him more 
and more from the students, goes 
speak fatherly way the 
students: 

“Even you, dear students, cannot 
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escape this sad fate. Every day, the 
midst your embryonic society, you 
not meet with the baneful effects 
lack cohesion without which or- 
ganism possible? You live side 
side, but you not live together. You 
jostle one another, but you not 
shake one another’s hands con- 
certed effort. The human comedy, which 
opposes individual individual, group 
group, played here limited 
plane the detriment the welfare 
each one and the welfare the 
whole. what can attributed the 
repeated blows your federation, the 
often bitter criticism which has 
always been the target, the almost gen- 
eral indifference that greets your most 
promising projects, and the manifest 
absence co-ordination forces? 
few valiant souls dare devote them-

(p. 89); “possessed alien outlooks 
and habits” (p. 86), and much more 
the same effect.

Thursday and Friday. rarely 
seen the college library and does the 
chores learning and nothing else. The 
student working downtown lives much 
the same routine. The life learning 
episodic and just hurdle get 
over for some clear reason except 


these and other subjects not discuss 
here. The careful reader the Report 
should however note them. 


Education and the Public School 

One not quite certain what the pur- 
pose the Report from the first chapter 
“Public Education and Some Great 
American Principles,” but after reading 
the whole Report becomes clearer, and 
the nature the Report appears 
piece propaganda. The great American 
principles are freedom, equality, and self- 
government. There they are the Declara- 
tion Independence! “All men are cre- 
ated equal,” etc. are then told that 
the world’s greatest thinkers realized that 
“Education (no adjective) always re- 
lated the purpose the Society which 
supports it.” Who are the great thinkers: 
Plato, Aristotle, Cicero, St. Augustine, St. 
Thomas Aquinas, Erasmus, Luther, and 
Calvin. Our Reports adds: “It not 
all surprising, then, that the men who 
formulated the great principles the 
Declaration also gave careful attention 
the matter education” (p. 4). 
nowhere indicated where this careful atten- 
tion was given. Certainly not the Dec- 
laration itself nor the Constitution (p. 
30). Washington’s Farewell 
quoted about the “general diffusion 
knowledge” and Jefferson’s statement that 
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nation cannot “free and ignorant.” 
Quotations the side the page quote 
Benjamin Franklin, 
Franklin Roosevelt “Education.” 
James Garfield and Woodrow Wilson 
are quoted “popular education” and 
Dwight Eisenhower “our schools.” 
Adams, Madison, and John Quincy Adams 
are cited the effect that the foundation 
Democratic-republican society must 
the education the citizenry. The 
use “democratic-republican,” here, in- 
teresting rather than the ordinarily simple 
democratic. 


Involution the Public School 


Then the light dawns the purpose 
this build-up and general discussion 
about education and revealed the 
summarizing sentence: 

“The story how American leaders, 
both liberal and conservative, sought 
design and build just such education 
the story the American public school” 
(p. 5). 


Needed, Unique System 
Education for America 

The conclusion this first chapter 
makes this concept clearer. 
are told, more than ever edu- 
cation with the principles 
their distinctive way (p. 8). “For 
more than century the American people 
have sought develop education 
uniquely designed further their way 
life, the product their labor has been 
the American public school” (p. 8). 
conclusion the first chapter concludes, 
“They must continue supporters and 
guardians the American way life” 
(p. 8). 


Universal Public Education 


The real subject the Report clear 
the title Chapter II, “The Founda- 
tions Universal Public Education.” Un- 
fortunately for the Report’s argument but 
pointed out the Report, the Founding 
Fathers were the products “Colonial 
education [which] tended reflect the 
European ‘two-class system’” (p. 
system schools, “privately supported” 
and “privately controlled” preparing for 
“church institutions” controlled 
boards trustees chartered colonial 
legislatures, just private business ad- 
venturers and where schooling was free, 
was charity (pp. 11-12). This kind 
education the Report strongly against 
undermining the American distinctive way 
life.

The Oregon Decision 

The final section the Educational 
Policies Commission’s Report “Public 
Education and the Future America” 
devoted its discussion the Oregon 
Decision. Under the heading, the 
Oregon Decision Affected the Common 
School Ideal,” read about the problem 
and the decision: 

“Shortly after World War contro- 
versy occurred Oregon which influenced 
profoundly the movement toward 
common-school idea. Oregon 1922 passed

Some 
thought the law simply carried the historic 
common school ideal fulfillment [italics 
ours]; others, however, saw the law 
unwarranted trespass the rights par- 
ents direct the education their chil- 
dren. test the constitutionality the 
legislature, Roman Catholic parochial 
school and nonsectarian private military 
academy petitioned the Federal Court for 
injunction restraining state authorities 
from enforcing the law. These cases came 
before the United States Supreme Court, 
and that tribunal ruled the law unconsti- 
tutional. While the Court raised ques- 
tion concerning the State’s right super- 
vise and inspect all schools, maintained 
that the Oregon statute would destroy the 
property the petitioners without just 
cause and would deny parents the right 
educate their children schools their 
own choosing” (p. 33). 

From this quotation one judges the 
authors the Report regarded the Oregon 
School Statute simple carrying out “of

analysis the first step, therefore, will 
rewarding study; for once the teacher has 
surmounted the difficulties presented 
this first glance they seem 
formidable indeed everything else falls 
into line.

Class Project 

The project was far more than some- 
thing which came under the heading 
language arts the class schedule, some- 
thing directed myself authoritarian 
manner. small degree, was carried 
successful conclusion because the 
enthusiasm all class members. Language 
arts can become very dry boys and girls 
the intermediate level. The writing 
more than hundred short stories pre- 
vented such occurrence. 

Our work during the first quarter the 
year was approached the ordinary work- 
book sense. first step the story 
project was have the class summarize 
the most important principles studied 
through class discussion. next step was 
have the class members write these 
principles the form rule sheet. 
Each class member was required keep 
this sheet front him wrote. 
When this more less mechanical part 
the project was completed, talked the 
class about the actual writing the stories. 

Each story was expected 250 words 
length, though this requirement was not 
always strictly followed. Adjustments were 
made depending the ability particular 
students. 


Individual Project 
working draft was the first step 
actual writing. talked with each class 
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member about the strong and weak points 
this first copy and made suggestions 
about how could improved. The writ- 
ing the good copy followed these con- 
ferences. This good copy was enclosed 
cover decorated illustrate the story. 

the first conferences with class mem- 
bers presenting working drafts, marked 
mechanical errors the papers great 
detail. all but very few papers, how- 
ever, found that the class seemed 
making honest effort apply the gram- 
matical principles which they had learned 
during the first part the year. 

particular, found throughout the 
project that almost all class members had 
great desire learn the meaning and 
significance the paragraph. Many ques- 
tions about paragraphs were quite reveal- 
ing that they showed the class 
possessed very great desire learn 
all that they possibly could about express- 
ing themselves paper. 

Making two drafts each story mini- 
mized bad spelling. Class members did 
need help spelling but found that they 
seldom asked about simple words. Spelling 
over the whole project proved some- 
what better than average. 

Some members the class showed 
tendency use “And,” “Well,” and “But” 
the first words sentences. Some 
showed tendency write long and 
clumsy sentences. This nothing new 
far student writers are concerned but 
did find great desire among stu- 


dents write “good” sentences because 
the “good” stories which they were 
writing. This desire was significant result 
the project. can said that interest 
was employed good advantage without 
giving undue place instruction. 


Grading the Stories 

employed point system grading 
the stories. Each paper was marked 
Organization, Mechanics, and Interest ac- 
cording 35-35-30 scale. 

expected proper indentation 
graphs, proper sequence events the 
story itself, and proper beginning and end- 
ing sentences earn the points 
given for organization. looked, among 
other things, for proper use capitals and 
periods. 

Application our rule sheet was the 
basis for deciding upon the awarding 
the points given for Mechanics. The 
grammatical principles studied during the 
first part the year included those dealing 
with verbs past and present tenses, pos- 
sessives, and quotation marks.

Analytical Clinic 

analytical clinic was employed twice 
during the project check prog- 
ress. Its success was great each occa- 
sion. For the clinic the class was divided 
into small groups. The members these 
groups read stories other than their own 
and conducted panel discussion front 
the room for the purpose discussing 
the merits these stories. 

The object this part the project 
was bring the class into contact with 
much thinking about grammatical construc- 
tion time would allow. The analyses 
the stories given class members showed 
that this contact definitely stimulated 
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thinking about grammatical construction. 

Members class groups time and again 
backed their comments about the stories 
pointing actual examples mis- 
takes the stories studied. Each class 
group consisted three six members 
and sat chairs front the room 
they reported. There was some tendency 
criticize surface characteristics the 
stories studied the expense the more 
important internal organs but guidance 
the discussion the teacher can easily 
avoid this tendency.

ciples studied and summarized the proj- 
ect’s rule sheet. 

Workbooks and textbooks will always 
necessary some way and supplements 
language instruction which lean too heavily 
interest can easily become ridiculous.

the Middle Grades 


With the newfound skill sentence 
sense being gradually incorporated into 
the oral and written abilities the child 
the middle grades, the desire create 
stories, poems, and even playlets should 
fostered. Vigilance and resourcefulness 
should used order that this desire 
arise from the child’s actually wanting 
create, instead through mere willing- 
ness please obey his teacher. 

order that such the case, the 
teacher must realize that the ability 
produce creative writing can attained 
only gradual process and after much 
preparation. For teacher read have 
read few paragraphs pertinent origi- 
nal writing and then make over-all 
written each pupil would jeopard- 
ize her opportunity implanting her 
pupils desire create, and such re- 
peated assignments would doubtless cause 
aversion creative writing many 
child’s mind. 

every class there are relatively few 
who have the innate gift creative writ- 
ing, and even these few, along with the 
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less gifted, need the thoroughness which 
planned assistance from the teacher can 
give them. 


Develop Vocabulary 


Vocabulary one the primary tools 
creative writing, and while present-day 
reading systems are great aid develop- 
ing vocabulary, special series vocabu- 
lary studies necessary mold the child’s 
vocabulary the fine point needed 
original writing. This vocabulary work, 
too, should not required merely 
assignment, but should worked out 
during the class period, both teacher and 
pupils participating. 

The following devices can success- 
fully used develop vocabulary. Place 
the word see the board. Then elicit the 


meaning the word from 
Write his definition under the word see, 
and ask anyone else can tell another 
meaning the word. Continue this process 
until more definitions can suggested. 
Many common words can developed 
the same manner; some words have 
high ninety more meanings, all 
which, quite naturally, the child the in- 
termediate grades would not expected 
know. amazing, nevertheless, how 
many meanings can given when class 
stimulated such activity. 

Another way developing vocabulary 
have the child give demonstration 
such verbs can credited with ac- 
tion. example this would the 
verb run. Perhaps child has given the 
sentence, “The boy ran the door.” Have 
pupil demonstrate the boy’s action. Next 
have pupil substitute word for thus: 
the boy skipped the door; the boy 
bustled the door; the boy darted 
the door; each turn acting his sentence 
way convey the exact shade 
meaning his word. Such methods de- 
veloping vocabulary prove well worth the 
time when the stage for actual writing has 
arrived. 


Use the Dictionary 


Closely akin vocabulary skills the 
use the dictionary. rule, this skill 
begun grade four when the child has 
fairly well mastered alphabetizing, when 
has learned handle larger books, 
dictionaries usually are such, and when 
each his other subjects begins require 
exact understanding the vocabulary 
basic that subject.

Although accurate and appealing 
tion can after the child has 
developed his vocabulary and has mastered 
the use the dictionary, the most 
important asset the creative writer. The 
attention one’s readers, and set 
one’s readers repeating certain: descriptive 
phrases and making them them- 
selves the key success for the pros- 
mature person. 


Children Can Describe 


Development the ability describe 
far easier task for the teacher than 
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appears first thought. Most 
children, even the dullest, have indi- 
vidual way describing things and events, 
and, little effort, this can directed 
toward the end creative writing. 

Have child suggest any object the 
classroom, such door, desk, book, 
picture, etc. After object has been 
selected, let the children play the following 
game. Beginning the first row, each child 
must give describing word that can 
applied the chosen. object. For example, 
the object book chosen and the first 
child gives the description, old book; 
the next, heavy book, valuable book, 
delightful book, and on. When child 
fails produce describing word, 
eliminated from the game which continues 
until only one child remains and becomes 
winner. 

Usually the name object can 
taken around the room once twice be- 
fore the first pupils begin drop out, and 
even then the pupils’ descriptive powers 
are being developed their listening. 

After few classes this type, begin 
let individual pupil choose any object 
and give short oral description it, 
helping him make concise while 
wording his description such way 
concrete. 

Showing pupils how use adjective 
phrases and hyphenated compound adjec- 
tive modifiers interchangeably helps them 
add the appeal and conciseness 
their descriptions. For example, The 
princess with the starry eyes” can 
changed The starry-eyed princess” 
without losing any the meaning while 
making the description more appealing. 

When the ability give terse oral de- 
scriptions has been mastered, and the 
child’s interest the upward trend, 
the time for written assignments has come. 
Even this stage, board work advis- 
able, the child can more readily under- 
has one more concrete examples before 
him. Above all, these first assignments must 
short not dull the child’s 
growing desire create written thought. 


Mutual Criticism 


well have schooled the pupils 
during their previous endeavors the 
value constructive criticism, for this 
the period when most necessary. In- 
dividual compositions should placed 
the board, and pupils invited give sug- 
gestions how the work can im- 
proved. Ask them find unnecessary 
words, useless repetitions, rambling phrases, 
misplaced modifiers all these, course, 
language their level. 
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After the child perceives the many 
few improvements his composition, ask 
him recopy it, that may used 
guage scrapbook, some other record 
finished compositions. This makes the 
child feel that his creative work wanted 
and appreciated. However, all the pupils 
should made understand that only 
representative work will accepted. 


Approaching Poetry 


All that has been said thus far applies 
prose writing. few words regard 
poetry creative writing would not 
out place. Although poetry should 
read meaningfully great deal children 
the primary grades, the writing 
poetry should not undertaken real 
study until the child has attained the abili- 
ties necessary prose writing. 


poetry readiness can developed 
letting pupils dramatize suitable poems, 
and encouraging them use bodily 
movements mark the rhythm certain 
poems. Choral reading poetry, clapping 
hands and marching the rhythm po- 
ems help bring about awareness 
underlying meters poetry. 

All the principles applying the study 
prose writing can applied the 
writing poetry, with few added ad- 
monitions. Let the would-be poet under- 
stand that meaning never sacri- 
ficed for rhyme. Once the thought 
wishes express clear the mind 
the child, must search for the exact 
words convey rhyme. Ability 
express worth-while thought few 
appealing words with enough meaning 
allow food for the reader’s imagination 
the making poet.

normal tendency and the wise teacher will 
well utilize the activity and make 
well-planned project, resulting the de- 
velopment real interest, affords op- 
organization, and perseverance.

items; shallow box, measuring about 
for mounting (paste, scotch tape, string, 
needle and thread, etc.). 

The teacher directs the organization 
items according size, color, shape, 
and materials. Articles are mounted 
both inside parts the box. 

All boxes are then taken home, where 
each individual continues his own project. 

Later the year “hobby show” 
planned. Each child presents his collection, 
which then judged the basis neat- 
ness, organization, and size collection.

Some the items collected children 
are coins, buttons, bottle tops, cigar bands, 
match covers, small stones, miniature bot- 
tles soil, party napkins, beads, stamps, 
various kinds wood, leaves, and many 
other things.

Clean and Neat Floors 


The floors schoolhouse are the most 
obvious indication the kind house- 
keeping practiced the building. The floor 
the first thing noticed visitor, espe- 
cially the visitor woman and most 
visitors the school are women.

When renewing sealer, the suggestion 
that worn places given “spotted-in” 
preliminary coat and that care taken 
not build several coats areas not 
subject wear. Worn traffic lanes can 
avoided very considerable extent 
using seats and desks which are not fas- 
tened the floor. They may shifted 
forward and backward and from side 
side. Wax should applied over the sealer 
and renewed when necessary. Don’t use too 
much wax; two thin coats are better than 
one heavy coat. Give the wax plenty 
time dry before walking the floor 
especially when using water wax.
